Continuation of 3c. In the response to the Final Office Action (1/18/2005), the applicant argues that Fischeirs vascular stent does not 
disclose that the straight segments of each of the individual flexible links lie generally along the longitudinal axis of the stent. The 
examiner, respectfully, disagrees. Fischell's vascular stent, in fact, does disclose each of the links has at least two curved segments 
which connected to at least three straight segments (19b, fig. 3 is considered as a straight segment), and where each of the straight 
segments (19b) of the individual flexible links lie along the longitudinal axis (28) of the stent (10). Therefore, claim 1 of the inventiion is 
not defined over the Fischell reference. 
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
